There have never been any In- 
timations that Secretary Wilson was 
disposed to'.retire, and It Is not -,be- 
lleved here that the President would 
request him . to do so, 
A general 
cleanup of affairs In the department, 
however, could easily be required by 
the President and carried through 
when he returns to Washington in 
November.

DEATH BY 
DROWNING 


This is the season of the year when 


deaths by. drowning are most frequent. 
Every ' Monday morning's pdper and ev- 
ery holiday tells of a toll 'of young lives 
paid -.for foolishness or accidents that 
might have been avoided. -Until well on 
in September these casualties will-con- 
tinue. 


As the result of old traditions there is 


in many places too ready acquiescence in 
the belief that a person"-who has* been 
under water for ftve or .ten minutes or 
even fifteen or twenty minutes is .neces- 
sarily dead. There are well-authenti- 
cated records of the resuscitation .of per- 
sons who had been submerged for half an 
hour or even longer. Such cases" occur 
particularly in women and children, in 
whom ' the fright' at finding themselves 
in danger of .drowning brings on. a col- 
lapse or faint in which 'the heart and 
breathing stop and they-sink, but 'low 
grade life processes continue for;: a con- 
siderable period..; Strong men', who have 
battled for "theh? lives and then sunk are. 
not so. of ten revived, though if taken with 
a cramp they- too - may suffer' from shock 
or fright with ;t"ne resultant, collapse that 


is apparently nature's method ol giving- 
the longest possible opportunity for life 
under - these 
circumstances. In 
such, 


cases, efforts to revive the drownad per- 
son should not; be abandoned until all 
chance of resuscitation is gone. 


Patients have been 
reported as not 


breathing for fifteen minutes to half an 
hour and yet they have been resuscitated. 


Ordinarily the methods of aresuscita- 


tlon are and ought properly to be exer- 
cised at the scene of the accident. Often 
the person is pronounced dead even be- 
fore (a physician 
has 
seen him. Oaly 


rarely are such cases transported to hos- 
pitals to be treated. The ordinary methr 
ods of artificial respiration might well be 
carried on in an ambulance and thep ia 
the hospital itself. Recourse might be 
had to any procedures, even surgical, that 
seem to give the slightest hope. 
Cer- 


tainty in the present state of our knowl- 
edge it would seem that some direct, irri- 
tation of the heart muscle should be tried 
before the patient is pronounced dead. 
The saving of even a few of these young 
lives would be a very precious advance 
for modern medicine.—Journal of Ameri- 
can Medical Association.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 15.—The pro- 


posed' plan between the Vulcan Fire In- 
surance Company of Oakland and the 
Oils and Metals Bank and Trust Com- 
pany of Los Angeles, by which the in- 
surance company was to have taken over 
the banking concern, has been prevented 
as the result of an investigation by State 
Insurance 
Commissioner E. C. Cooper 
and Bank Superintendent 'W. R. Wil- 
liams. 


This has caused the Oils and Metals 


Company to go into liquidation,- it b«lng 
stated that all'depositors will be paid in 
full, though stockholders may 
realize 
only a part of their investments. 
The Vulcan Fire Insurance Company 
was organized in Oakland last year by 
T. S. McQueen and J. O. Galloway, pro- 
moters from ..Mbntana. The capital stock 
was fixed ,at $500,000, and the work of 
securing stockholders was • begun. The 
promoters became general agents of the 
corporation, agreeing to place the capital 
stock for a fee of .20 per cent of its sale 
price, which was S25 a .share. .The State 
Insurance law provides that the capital 
stock of a company must all be sub- 
scribed within one year of the date of 
Incorporation, the limit- in this instance1 


former president of the

I. H. Clay, 


Oakland Chamber

Commerce, was 


made president of the company, and an 
organization board formed for advertis- 
ing purposes. It was found, however, 
that on August 1 15,000 shares remained 
to-be disposed of.

Noel of Mississippi; . who: addressed 
the governors': conference- here; today 
Governor Noel spoke to the text, 
"The Inheritance Tax "and. State Com- 
ity." 


"Its incidental, effect," said,,, Gov- 
erjior Noel, referring, to:, the inherit- 
ance tax, "through graduations ac- 
cording, to kinship and., progression, as 
to amounts, inevitably tends to reg- 
tilate wealth by furnishing- motives 
for distribution in 3ums that escape 
all or serious taxation, and by 'dis- 
couraging, wills to strangers, or to. c 
lateral- kindred. If such taxation be 
made so onerous as to approximate 
confiscation it would defeat its own 
purpose, because those; at whom • It 
would chiefly aim, by change of resi- 
dence and skillful arid seciret methods 
of evasion, 
could and 
would alto- 
gether escape its burdens." 


' OUTLINES CONDITION'S. 


Governor Noel's address was, dev 
voted chiefly to an. outline: of condi- 
tions, in various states. In. closing he 
said: 
"Comparatively few states continue 
to subject to taxation property, p 
marily chargeable -with the, burdens 
of- another, state government. 
New 
York has just abandoned this evil 
practice, by enacting a just, and wise 
inheritance tax law, Its rates, how,- 
eyer, being unadapted to some states 
of greatly less wealth; and she l.eads 
the way, to an enlightened system of 
inheritance taxation, with full guar- 
antee against. wrong, to citizens of 
other states. Its systdin.-closely fol- 
lows the model tax law submitted to, 
and approved by, the international 
tax conference; and, in principle, 
though not in: details as to rates and 
.exemption, matters to b.e adjusted to 
local conditions, is worthy of uni- 
versal approval arid adoption." '
